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This  inventory  of  Jackson  County  records  constitutor  a  part  of  the 
general  guide  to  the  county  archives  of  Indiana*    It  was  prepared  for 
tho  primary  purpose  of  furnishing  officials,  students  of  history,  and 
tho  citizens  of  the  community  with  a  convenient  tool  for  their  use  in 
consulting  the  county  records*    It  is  hoped  tho  information  contained 
in  these  volumes  will  encourage  county  officials  as  well  as  the  general 
public  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  continued  improvement  of  methods 
for  preservation  of  public  records.     It  is  also  hoped  the  information 
herein  presented  concerning  the  records,  their  present  housing,  care, 
and  accommodations  for  users,  will  prove  of  value  to  citizens  and 
public  officials,, 

This  inventory  was  made  during  the  period  from  April  9  to  Kay  23, 
1056,  under  the  supervision  of  Samuel  J»  Kagan,  State  Director;  Norbert 
I.'eyero,  District  Supervisor;  and  Clem  Ilontgomery,  Research  Editor, 
The  field  workers  v/crc  LaVita  Burkhart  of  Trafalgar  and  Floyd  Prit chard 
of  Franklin*    Indispensable  co-operation  was  received  from  all  county 
officials  and  from  those  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration  to  make 
this  survey  successful. 

It  is  our  intention  to  present  a  complete,  concise  picture  of  the 
records  In  bibliographical  form*    This  inventory  is  preceded  by  a  nvu/ber 
of  introductory  sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  the  background 
and  basis  for  the  records.    The  entries  for  the  records  series  arc  carried 
in  consecutive  numbering  for  tho  county,  while  the  bureaus  are  arranged 
in  groups  of  governing  boards:     judicial,  major  administrative  offices, 
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financial,  educational,  health,  engineering,  and  r.icccllancous.  'There 
it  is  applicable,  natural  groupings  under  subject  headings  arc  irixde 
within  the  bureau,  and  the  entries  arc  arranged  according  to  their 
functional  sequence,    A  cross  reference  indc::  following  the  inventory 
will  help  the  reader  locate  records  With  the  least  effort*

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A  guido  to  county  and  township  records  in  Indiana  has  long  been 
needed  by  both  local  officials  and  the  general  public.     The  V.'orks 
Progross  Administration  project  of  the  Historical  Record:;  Survey  is 
the  first  attempt  to  supply  this  need.    Few  more  useful  fields  of 
employment  could  have  been  found  than  the  survey  of  local  and  State 
historical  records,  even  though  the  work  inevitably  presented  unusual 
difficulties.     The  completion  of  the  survey  of  historical  records  in 
Indiana  is  a  source  of  genuine  satisfaction. 

We  are  indebted  first  of  all  to  the  Works  Progress  Administration 
for  providing  for  the  survey  and  financing  it.    The  National  Director 
of  the  project,  Dr#  Luther  II.

Samuel  J.  Kagan,  State  Director  of 
Indiana,  deserves  great  credit  for  his  energy  and  ability  in  organizing 
the  office  and  field  forces  which  have  carried  out  the  project.  To 
assemble  and  organize  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons  in  a  new 
line  of  work  in  which  there  were  very  few  local  precedents,  and  to 
complete  a  survey  of  the  county  records  in  all  the  ninety-two  counties, 
including  the  townships,  at  first,  seemed  almost  impossible  of  accomplish- 
ment within  a  year.

Historical  Records  Survey 
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Jackson  County,  is  situated  in  the  couth,  central  part  of  the  state, 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Brown  and  Bartholomew  Counties,  on  the 
cast  by  Jennings  County,  on  the  southeast  by  Scott  County,  on  the 
south  by  Washington  Ceunty,  and  on  the  west  by  Lawrence  and  Monroe 
Counties.     It  has  an  area  of  513  square  idles. 

The  county  is  divided  into  two  triangular  sections  greatly 
differing  in  tonography  by  the  east  fori:  of  Vih-ite  River,  which 
traverser,  the  area  frora  the  northeast  to  the  southwest.    The  south- 
cast  section  is  generally  rolling  with  low  sandy  hills  fifty  to  one 
hundred  feet  in  height.     There  is,  however,  o.  range  of  knobs  couth  of 
Brownstown  more  than  300  feet  high,  and  a  group  of  hills  southwest  of 
Seynour.     The  northeast  portion  consists  of  broken  land -with  a  series 
of  ridges  Training  parallel  to  Vfnite  River.     In  sorr.e  places  these  spread 
out  into  broad  table  lands.    Thcne  table  lands  end  rivor  bottoms  nake 
up  about  three-fourths  of  the  county's  surface;  the  ramainder  is  clay 
and  sandy  loan.     Besides  the  Vfnite  River,  the  county  is  drained  by  the 
i.'usoatatuck  hiver  and  its  tributarinr.,  the  chief  of  which  is  Grahar;'s 
Creek.     The  I.'uscatatuck  for:ns  the  southern  boundary  of  the  county  and 
is  itself  tributary  to  White  River. 

The  relationship  of  Indiana  to  the  history  of  the  Hhasb&d  States  as 
a  whole  begins  with  the  landing  of  the  English  and  French  at  Jonestown 
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and  Quebec  in  1007  and  1G03.    The  territory  now  comprising  Indiana  hau 
been  claincd  by  the  Indiana,  the  Frenchj  the  English,  and  the  colony  of 
Virginia  before  its  cession  to  the  United  State  Government.    The  Frezich- 
LaGalle,  Joliet,  and  others— explored  the  Mississippi  valley  and  estab- 
lished trading  posts  at  various  points  throughout  the  region*     In  Indiana 
such  postUvero  established  as  early  as  I7P9  on  the  present  sites  of 
Fort  Y.'ayne,  Lafayette,  o-.nd  »ineennes«    Meanwhile,  the  English  were  push- 
ing into  the  Ohio  valley,  and  the  economic  conflict  which  developed 
between  England  and  Franco  over  the  rich  fur  trade  finally  ended  in  the 
French  and  Indian  War.     The  British,  after  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  February 
10,  1763,  took  over  the  French  posts  in  Indiana  and  held  their,  until 
shortly  after  the  American  Revolution  brolce  out,  when  vincennes  was  taken 
by  General  George  Kogcrs  Clark.     The  Middle  West,  then  clair.es  by  Virginia, 
was  ceded  to  the  United  States  Government  in  1734,  and  three  years  later 
was  organized  by  Congress  into  the  Northwest  Territory.    Knox  County, 
the  first  real  civil  government  over  Indiana,  was  set  up  in  17*90,  and  also 
included  parts  of  the  present  State  of  Ohio,  Michigan,  ".Wisconsin,  and  Ill- 
inois.    In  1300,  Congress  organized  Indiana  Territory,  and  on  December  10, 
1310,  Indiana  was  admitted  into  the  Union  as  a  State. 

Before  the  white  man  came,  the  area  which  is  now  Indiana  was  claimed 
—  and  occupied  by  several  tribes  of  Indians,  of  which  the  kiami  Confeder- 
acy —  Twightwees,  'Teas,  ?ie.nkashaws,  and  Shockeys«v;as  the  most  numerous 
and  powerful.    Among  the  other  tribes  to  claim  certain  parts  of  the  s ;ate 
"were  the  Potawatomi  and  Delav:ares.    The  area  comprising  Jackson  County 
was  acquired  from  the  Indians  by  three  trea.ties  of  cession.     The  southeast 
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corner  of  the  county  was  included  in  the  Treaty  of  Orrouseland,  August  21, 
1805,  wade  between  the  United  States  Government  and  the  Delawares.  miamis, 
".Teas,  and  Potawatomi.  .    harrison's  Purchase,  September  30,  1800,  included 
the  ruartfrwest  corner  of  Jackson  County;  this  treaty  v.ras  signed  by  the 
government  and  the  Miami,  Eel  River,  Pptawatojni,  and  Delaware  Indians. 
The  remaining  portion  of  the  countjr  was  acquired  from  the  Miami  and 
Potawatomi  tribes  by  the  Treaty  of  St.  Mary's,  October  2-C,  1818, 

According  to  one  authority,  there  were  two  French  and  Indian  trad- 
irg  posts  in  the  area  now  comprising  Jackson  County  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  eighteenth  century; one,  at  the  confluence  of  the  Huscatutuck  and 
V.hite  Rivers,  and  the  other  on  the  present  site  of  Vallonia.    '••'hen  the 
first  white  settlers  came  to  Jackson  County  in  1305,  they  found  log 
cabins  where  Vallonia  now  stands.     This  is  probably  the  basis  for  the 
traditional  story  that  Vallonia  is  the  second  oldest  town  in  Indiana. 

The  first  white  settler  in  Jackson  County  was  probably  Peter  Andrian, 
who  built  a  cabin  near  the  present  site  of  Vallonia  in  1C05.    A  little 
later,  Silas  L'.cCullick  settled  in  the  same  neighborhood  and  married  an 
Indian  squaw.    Aquilla  and  Henry  Rogers — former  associate  of  Aaron  Burr 
and  i-n-  involved  in  the  conspiracy —  fled  to  Jackson  County  and  settled 
near  Vallonia;  Aquilla  Rogers  built  a  cabin  two  miles  south  of  the  town. 
James  Hutchinson  and  a  man  named  Huffman  settled  in  the  county  at  an 
early  date,  but  their  place  of  settlement  is  unknown.     Thomas  rwing  and 
William  Pravens,  both  of  Clark  County,  made  the  first  land  entries  in 
June,  1C08.    This  land  was  situated  along  the  river  not  far  fro;...  the 
railroad  bridge  near  Vallonia.     In  1S09,  Camucl  Hiving,  James  H.  tchinson, 
Isaac  Holcman,  and  Thomas  Smith  entered  land.    Host  of  the  land  owners 
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become  pcrmanont  resident's  in  the  county. 

Jackson  County  was  formed  by  the  Territorial  General  Assembly  on 
December  IS,  1815,  out  of  laricls  formerly  attached  to  Clark,  Jefferson, 
and  Tmshirigton  Counties*     Its  legal  boundaries  were  defined  as;  "Beginning 
at  o.  point  on  the  cast  fork  of  "white  River  whore  the  line  dividing  ..cc  lions 
four  and  five,  in  range  two  east,  town  three  north  crosses  the  same;  thence 
duo  north  to  the  Indian  Boundary  line;  thence  with  said  boundary  lino 
eastward  to  the  point -where  said  line  intersects  the  northern  boundary 
line  of  the  Grouseland  purchase;  thence  with  the  last  mentioned  line 
eastwardly  to  the  point  where  the  line  dividing  ranges  seven  and  eight 
east,  crosses  the  same;  thence  with  the  last  mentioned  line  south,  to  the 
point  where  the  line  dividing  townships  three  and  four  north,  crosses  the 
same;  thence  with  the  last  mentioned  line  west,  to  the  cast  fork  of  Kus- 
cacketuck  river;  thence  down  the  said  river,  with  the  meanders  thereof, 
to  the  junction  of  Drift  fork  of  Vihite  river;  thence  down  the  came  with 
the  meanders  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

"...  That  the  said  county  shall,  from  and.  after  the. first  day  of 
January  ne:ct,  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name...  of  the  county  of 
Jackson."  (Acts  of  Indiana  Territory,  1815,  pp.  3-4.) 
I'he  county  was  reduced  in  size  when,  on  December  27,  1816,  Jennings 
County  was  formed.    The  act  provided  that  all  that  part-  of  Jackson  County 
cast  of  a  line  "be^innin"*  on  the  line  of  the  Grouslond  purchase,  at  the 
intersection  of  the  line  dividing  ranges  six  and  seven  east;  thence  south 
with  said  line  to  the  line  dividing  townships  three  and  four  north;  .was 
transferred  to  Jennings  County.  (Laws  of  Indiana,  1C1G-17,  p.  197}. 
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I'hQ  aroo  of  Jackson  Sounby  viraa  increased  and  its  northern  boundary  altered 
by  the  Treaty  of  St.  I.'ary's,  October  2-6,  1818.  "Whenever  the  Indian  title 
to  the  Ifuidg,  north  of  and  adjoining  to  the  lands,  already  purchased, 
and  cold  by  the  United  States,  ^sha] 1  be  czcuixigiaishod^T"  all  that  tract  of 
country,  north  of  caid  county  of  Jackson,  south  of  the  line  dividing  town- 
ships seven  and  eight  north,  and  lying  between  ranges  three  and  eight  east, 
shall  be  attached  to  and  become  a  part  of  said  county  of  Jackson,  and  the 
said  line  dividing  townships  seven  and  eight  north,  shall  be  permanent 
northern  boundary  of  said  county  of  Jackson."  (Acts  of  Indiana  Territory, 
1815,  pp.  5-6.) 

On  January  12,  1820,  Jackson  County  lost  a  snail  area  of  land  when  Scott 
County  was  formed.  All  that  part  of  Jackson  ^ounty,  bounded  by  the  I'uoca- 
tatuck  River,  the  line  dividing  ranges  6  and  seven  east  of  the  second 
principal  meridian,  and  the  line  dividing  townships  3  and  4  north,  was 
transferred  to  Scott  County.  (Laws  of  Indiana,  1610-20,  pp.  51-52.) 
On  January  20,  1620,  territory  in  the  northeast  corner  of  Jackson  County 
was  attached  to  Jennings  County.    All  that  part  of  Jackson  County  in  tov.n- 
chip  7  north,  ranges  7  and  8  east  of  the  second  principal  meridian,  was 
transferred  to  Jennings  County.  (Laws  of  Indiana,  1819-20,  pp.  05-06.) 
'hen  Bartholomew  County  v;as  formed  on  January  8,  1821,  Jackson  County 
lost  a  strip  of  land  on  its  northern  boundary.    All  that  part  of  Jackson 
County  north  of  a  line  beginning  where  the  range  line  dividing  ranges  6 
and  7  east  of  the  second  principal  meridian  "intersects  Sig  Sand  creek, 
thence  down  the  said  creek  with  the  meanders  thereof  to  its  junction  with 
Driftwood  river,  thence  down  said-  river  with  the  meanders  thereof  to  where 
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an  east  and  west  line  running  through  the  centre  of  township  seven  north 
strikes  the  north  west  side  of  the  aforesaid  river,  thence  west  v/ith  the 
said  line,"  to  the  "south  west  corner  of  section  eighteen  in  township 
seven  north  of  range  four  east"  was  transferred  to  Bartholomew  County. 
Claws  of  Indiana,  1C20-21,  pp,  79-80.} 

On  December  31,  1622,  a  small  portion  of  Jackson  County  was  attached 
to  Lawrence  bounty,     '^'he  act  provided  that  "ail  that  part  of  the  county 
of  Jackson,  included  within  the  following  boundaries,  to  wit;  beginning 
at  the  nort  west  corner  of  section  number  sijeteen,  in  range  two  east,  in 
town  five  north;  thence  east  two  miles,  to  the  north  east  corner  of  sec- 
tion number  fifteen;  thence  south  to  trie  Driftwood  Fork  of  ".Vhite  river; 
thence  down  said  river  to  the  line  which  at  present  divided  the  counties 
of  Jackson  and  Lawrence;  be  ...  attached  to  the  county  of  Lawrence," 


"Beginning  at  Big  oand  cr^ok,  where  the  line  dividing  ranges  six  and  seven, 
east  of  the  second  principal  meridian,  crosses  the  same;  thence  down  said 
crock  with  the  meanders  thereof,  to  its  junction  with  Driftwood  Fork  of 
Y.hitc  P.ivor;  thence  down  said  river  with  the  mecaiders  thereof,  to  where 
an  east  and  west  line  running  through  the  centre  of  township  seven  north, 
strikes  the  north-west  side  of  the  aforesaid  river;  thence  west  with  the 
said  line,  to  the  north.vest  corner  of  section  twenty-one  in  range  two 
east;  thence  south  with  said  line,  to  the  north-west  corner  of  section  six- 
teen, in  town  five  north;  thence  east  two  miles, to  the  north-cast  corner

1,  1825,  defined  the  county  boundaries  as  follov/s; 
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of  section  number  fifteen;  thence  south  with  the  sectional  linos,  to  the 
Driftwood  Fork  of  V.nite  River;  thence  up  said  river,  with  the  meanders 
thereof,  to  the  nouth  of  Muscatituck  river;  thence  up  the  last  mentioned 
river  to  the  forks  thereof;  thence  up  the  South  Fork  to  where  the  lire 
dividing  ranges  six  and  seven  crosses  the  same,  and  from  thence  north 
with  said  range  line  to  the  place  of  beginning."  (Revised    Laws  of  Indiana, 
1823-24,  pp.  97-98.) 

A  strip  of  land  was  added  to  the  northern  boundary  of  Jackson  County  by 
an  act  of  January  16,  1328.     The  act  attached  to  Jackson  all  that  territory 
included  in  the  following  boundaries;  "beginning  on  the  line  dividing  the 
counties  of  Jackson  and  Bartholomew  at  a  point  where  the  line  dividing 
ranges  three  and  four,  cast  of  the  second  principal  meri.'ian  intersects 
the  same,  thence  north  with  said  line  three  miles  to  the  north-east 
corner  of  town  seven,  thence  west  with  the  line  dividing  towns  seven  and 
eight  to  the  line  of  MOnroe  county;  thence  south  to  the  line  of  Jackson 
county,  thence  east  to  the  pj.ace  of  beginning."     (Laws  of  Indiana,  1327- 
23 ,  p •  lo . ) 

"hen  Brown  County  was  formed  February  4,  1856,  all  that  part  of 
Jackson  °ounty  north  of  a  line  beginning  at  the  northeast  corner  of  section 
13,  township  7  north,  range  3  east  of  the  second  principal  meridian,  and 
running  thence  with  the  section  line  west  to  the  northwest  corner  of  sec- 
tion  16,  township  7  north,  range  2  cast,  was  transferred  to  Brown  County. 
This  was  a  strip  of  territory  ten  miles  long  and  two  miles  wide.  (Laws 
of  Indiana,  1335-36  (general),  p.  52.) 

,J-he  boundaries  of  Jackson  County  were  defined  "by  the  Legislature  of 
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1C42-43.  "jJ  or  inning  at  Big  "and  creek  whore  the  lino  dividing  ranges 
six  and  seven,,  east  crosses  the  same,  thence  down  said  crook,  with  the 
moanders  the  roof,  to  its  junction  with  the  driftwood  fork  of  *..hi  !;o  river, 
thence  down  the  some  to  v.-'uuro  an  cast    and  west  line,  running  through  the 
centre  of  township  seven  north,  strikes  the  northwest  side  or  the  aforesaid 
river,  thence  west  to  where  it  crosses  the  line  dividing  sections  fifteen 
and  sixteen,  in  range  four,  thence  north  with  said  line  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  section  sixteen,  township  seven,  range  four,  thence  west  to  the 
northwest  corner  of  section  sixteen,  township  seven,  range  two  east, 
thence  south  to  the  northwest  corner  of  section  sixteen.,  in  township  five 
north,  range  two  east,  thence  east  to  the  northeast  corner  of  section  fif- 
teen, in  the  same  range  and  township,  thence  south  to  the  drift  wood  fork 
of  V.hite  river,  thence  up  said  river,  with  the  meanders  thereof,  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Lluscatituck  river,  thence  up  the  said  last  mentioned  river 
to  the  forks  thereof,  thence  up  the  south  fork  to  where  the  line  divid- 
ing ranges  six  and  seven,  crosses  the  same,  thence  north  with  said  range 
line  to  the  place  of  beginning."  (Revised  Statutes  of  Indiana,  1S42-C5, 

pp.  V'<i:-75.) 

Jackson  County  lost  a  small  strip  of  land  to  Lawrence  County,  June 
8,  155D.    The  changed  Lawrence  Comity  line  run  as  follows;  "Beginning  at 
the  llorthwcst  corner  of  Section  -i,  in  Township  6  Ilorth,  Range  2  East, 
thence  due  East  to  the  ilortheast  corner  of  Section  3,  in  Tov.nship  6  -orth, 
Range  2  East,  and  running  thence  directly  South  to  White  River."  (Lawrence 
County  Commissioners '  Record  E.) 

The  first  county  officeri,  appointed  by  the  Tcrritorical  legislature, 
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v.cro  Joseph  Xitcholl  and-  John  Retchan,  associate  judges;  John  Vilroy, 
clerk  and  recorder;  and  Y/ickliff  Kitcholl,  sheriff.     The  associate  judges 
served  in  a  double  capacity  at  this  time;  they  constituted  a  sp  cial  court 
for  transacting  county  business  as  well  as  a  judicial  circuit  court. 

1ho  legislative  act  forming  the  county  had  designated  Vallonia  as 
the  seat  of  government  until  the  locating  corni;  si oners  should  select  a 
permanent  site.     On  Ray  7,  181,6,  the  court,  netting  in  Vallonia,  divided 
Jackson  ~ounty  into  four  townships;  Jackson,  Brovmstown,  Driftwood,  and 
Flinn.     There  are  twelve  townships  in  the  county  at  the  present  tiinej 
Brownstown,  Carr,  Driftwood,  Grassy  fork,  Hamilton,  Jackson,  Owen,  Persh- 
ing, Redding,  Salt  Creek,  Vernon,  arid  Washington. 

The  locating  commissioners  net  at  the  hone  of  John  Retchan  on  V.hite 
River,  or  Driftwood  as  it  was  then  named,  on  the  second  LConday  of  February, 
1316,  to  select  a  permanent  seat  of  justice  for  Jackson  Co  inty.  They 
decided  on  the  present  site  of  Brownstown,  and  the  rcnoval  was  completed 
the  following  November.     The  county  was  named  in  honor  of  Andrew  Jackson, 
the  seventh  President  of  the  United  Stated* 

The  first  term  of  circuit  court  was  held  in  April,  1816,  at  the 
homo  of  ..illian  Crenshaw  in  Vallonia.    £he  presiding  judge  of  the  circuit 
was  David  Rayman. 

The  first  courthouse  in  the  county  was  built  in  Vallonia  and  used  only 
a  short  tine;  it  was  a  one-stor,,  log  house.    After  the  coxinty  scat  was 
moved  to  Brownstown,  a  two -story  log  and  frame  courthouse  was  constructed. 
A  third  courthouse  was  built  in  1625  and  served  the  county  for  "oen  years , 
The  next  courthouse,  completed  in  1664,  was  used  until  1370.     The  fifth 
courthouse  built  in  that  year,  was  of  brick  and  stone  construction  and 
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was  remodeled  and  modernised  in  1911  a!;  a  cost  of  .  00,000.    All  Tour 
courthouses  in  Browns town  have  been  erected  on  the  sane  site, 

during  the  last  few  decades  the  state  of  agriculture  in  Jackson 
County  has  exhibited  certain  trends  typical  of  predominantly  rural  areas. 

i'he  small  amount  of  manufacturing  carried  on  includes  flour  mills, 
canneries,  and  furniture  factories.  * 

^ince  1900  there  has  been  a  slow  but  steady  decline  in  population.  The 
1900  censvis  shows  approximately  24,000  inhabitants.     This,  however,  is 
true  only  in  the  rural  areas;  the  incorporated  towns —  LLcdora,  Oyemour, 
and  Brownstown  show  a  slight  increase. 

^rom  1920  to  1930  the  number  of  farms  in  the  county  also  decreased 
along  with  farm  ownership  and  tenancy.     The  total  acreage  cultivated 
dropped,  and  there  was  an  increase  in  the  average  size  of  farms  in  the 
county.     It  is  also  highly  significant  that  the  total  value  of  farm  land 
and  buildings  declined  almost  one  third.    These  facts  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  agricultvi.ro  was  in  a  depressed  condition,  and  that  the  drift 
from  rural  communities  to  urban  centers,  which  occured  throughout  the 
United  States,  had  affected  Jackson  Count-'  to  some  degree. 

*he  years  following  1S3G,  however,  v/itneauo.l  a  reversal  of  this  pro- 
cess.    The  figures  for  1935  reveal  a  "back  to  the  land"  movement  of  consi- 
derable size  and  importance.     The  economic  crisis  hit  the  urban  resident 
the  hardest,  and  unemployment  in  the  cities  forced  many  to  return  to  agri- 
culture for  a  livelihood.     The  number  of  farms,  farm  owners,  tenants,  and 
total  acres  cultivated  increased  substantially* 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  average  sise  of  farms.    The  census 


I'lotory  or  J^ckooji  Counby  ^ 

reveals  a  large  number  of  persons  living  on  farms  in  1935  who  had  not 
been  farm  dv.'ellcrs  live  years  previous  to  this  time.    The  total  value  of 
farm  land  and  building,  hnvevor,  continued  to  drop.     It  is  nov/  aliaost 
half  the  1920  figure,

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Jackson  County,  with  its  county  coat  at  Browns town,  is  a  political 
subdivision  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  administrative  purposes,  and 
holds,  therefore,  only  such  powers  of  local  government  as  have  been 
prescribed  by  lav/.    Jackson  County  was;  organised  by  an  act  of  the 
general  assembly,  effective  January  1,  1513  (Acts  of  Indiana  Territory, 
1815,  pp.  3-4) •    Its  present  form,  of  government,  as  it  functions  today, 
is  th©  result  of  its  development  under  the  original  constitution  of  131G, 
the  present  constitution  adopted  in  1351,  and  nearly  a  century  and  a 
quarter  of  legislative  action* 

The  county  syste' "Hi  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from  England 
and  the  American  colonies,  whence  pioneers  in  Indiana  brought  their 
customs  and  laws*    Its  beginning  in  Indiana  was  by  the  laws  of  the 
Bbrthwest  Territory,  which  provided  for  a  governing  body  called  the 
board  of  county  commissioners.     (Laws  of  Northwest  Territory,  Acts  1799, 
ch#  32,  sec.  8.)     The  administrative  duties  were  executed  by  the  sheriff 
(ibid.,  1788,  ch»  2,  sec.  C),  clerk  (ibid.,  ch«  2,  p.  11),  coroner 
(ibid.,  ch#  9,  sec  1),  recorder  (ibid*,  1795,  scc<>  1,  p.  102).  Under 
the  laws  of  Indiana  Territory  of  1302,  the  office  of  county  surveyor 
was  established.     (Laws  of  Indiana  Territory,  1802,  cho  1,  sec.  1.) 

In  the  year  1316,  Indiana  was1  admitted  to  the  Union,  and  the 
constitution  of  that  year  provided  for  the  election  in  each  county  of 
the  officers  named  above.    To  these  we're*  added  by  legislative  enactment 
in  1317,  the  office  of  county  treasurers     (Acts  1317,  ch.  17,  p.  IIP.) 
The  nexb  major  change  in  the  county  organization  occurred  in  1841  when  k 
the  office  of  the  auditor  was  established.     (Acts  1841,  ch.  2,  sec.  I.) 
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At  the  organisation  o.C  Jackson  County,  these  offices  were  established 
under  tlio  authority  of  the  laws  of  the  Indiana  Territory. 

As  Indiana  developed,  there  was  much  dissatisfaction  with  the 
Constitution  of  131S,  hut  repeated  attempts  to  change  it  did  not 
succeed  until  13S1,  when  a  constitutional  convention  was  called  to 
frame  a  new  constitution.    This  constitution  was  adopted  in  1852,  and 
with  somo  alterations  by  labor  amendments,  remains  the  Constitution  of 
Indiana. 

Each  county  has  its-  own"  individual  governmental  set-up.  Although 
the  Constitution  of  1851  forbids  special  legislation,  the  general 
assembly  has  provided  necessary  variations  for  counties,  by  classifi- 
cation based  chiefly  on  population.    Urban  and  rural  areas  obviously 
cannot  be  governed  by  the  same  system  or  number  of  officers.  Every 
county  has  the  constitutional  offices,  but  the  statutory  officers  vary 
greatTy  in  number,  powers,  and  duties.    The  latter  may  be  compulsory 
in  all  counties,  or  they  may  be  optional  and  therefore  established  in 
only  a  few  instances;  others  may  be  authorized  in  only  certain  classes 
of  counties,  though  the  class  may  inolud©  but  ono  county. 

Since  the  establishment  in  each  county  of  a  county  council  in  180 
Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  States  of  the  Union  in  having  a  dual 
system  of  county  governing  boards.    Each  county  is  governed  by  a  board 
of  commissioners  and  a  county  council.    Their  duties,  tilth  technical 
distinctions,  arc  enumerated  in  their  proper  places  below. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  a  tendency  toward 
centralisation  of  power  in  the  hands  of -  State  authorities  has  taken 
from  the  county  officials  many  of  their  powers  and  duties  and  has 
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greatly  lessoned  the  scope  of  those  reminin^*     In  the  older  fields  of 
finance,  roada,  and  education,  the  State's  supervision  has  greatly 
increased,  and  creation  of  ncv/cr  State  departments,  such  as  police,  food 
and  fire  inspection,  and  public  v/elfarc,  has  caused  heavy  erosion  of 
local  responsibility  and  control. 

Present  Administration 

The  Constitution  of.  1S51  provides  for  the  election  of  a  cleric  of 
the  circuit  court,  v.ho  keeps  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  all  the 
courts  in  the  county;  an  auditor,  v/ho  keeps  records  of  county  financial 
matters  and  records  dealing  in  real  property  and  the  estates  of  private 
citizens;  a  recorder,  whose  duties  are  to  keep  a  record  of  every  convey- 
ance or  other  instrument  entitled  and  required  by  la1.'/  to  be  recorded;  a 
treasurer^  v.ho  receives  all  money  coming  to  the  county  and  keeps  a  recor 
of  same;-  a  sheriff,  v/ho  is  conservator  of  the  peace  and  v.ho  carries  out 
court  orders;  a  coroner,  v.ho  investigates  violent  deaths  and  thoso  of 
suspicious  circumstances;  and  a  surveyor,  who  prepares  plans  and 
specifications,  for  the  iu^rovesont  of  public  vrorkc,  and  establishes 
boundaries  for  publio  and  private  lands  and  since  1953  has  had  charge 
cf  drainage  systems,     (Inu,  Const,,  art,  c,  sec,  2),    The  constitution 
provides  for  tv:o  other  officers — circuit  judge,  and  prosecuting  attorncy- 
v.ho  legally  are  a  oart  of  the  circuit,  which  may  include  one  or  more 
counties.    Since  the  adoption  of  tho  constitution,  the  general  assembly 
has  prescribed,  the  establishment  of  additional  departments. 

The  present  leading  governing  body  of  the  county  is  the  board  of 
commissioners,  often  called  the  "county  board",  cloctcd  for  a  ten.:  of 
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three  years.     The  board  provides  buildings  to  house  county  business, 
furnishes  public  squares  and  grourxis,  audits  the  accounts  of  county 
officers  v.rho  handle  money,  chances  boundaries  of  tc-.vnships  as  it  sees 
fit,  and  is  charged  with  the  maintenance  of  county  roads  end  highways. 
(1  Ind*  Pev.  Stat.,  1852;  Burns T  Jnd«  Stat,  /inn.  1933,  Sec.  2S-G01.) 
The  board  is  also  charged  with  :.iany  specific  duties  authorized  by 
statutes  and  arc  cither  mandatory  or  optional. 

Another  governing 'body  ^3  "^ne  county  council,  created  in  1C95,  by 
statute,  to  act  as  a  check  upon  the  board  of  county  ccmnissicncrs  by 
controlling  the  finances  of  county  government.     This  council  consists 
of  seven  members  who  are  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years.    One  member 
is  elected  from  each  counciir.anic  district  by  the  citizens  of  the 
district  and  three  members  are  elected  at  large  from,  the  county.  The 
county  auditor  acts  as  clerl:  of  the  council.    The  council  has  power 
to  fin  certain  tan  rates,  the  exclusive  right  to  make  appropriations 
out  of  the  county  treasury,  and  the  exclusive  rirht  to  authorize  the 
borrowing  of  money  for  the  county.     (Acts  1899;  Burns 1  Ind.  Stat.  Ann. 
1933,  Sec.  2C-501,  2C-502,  26-515,  26-552.) 

In  1375,  by  legislative  enactment,  the  office  of  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  was-  created.    The  superintendent  is  elected  by  the 
township  trustees  and  serves  for  a  terr.i  of  four  years.    His  duties  arc 
specifically  set  out  in  the  statutes,  and  he  is  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  State  board  of  public  instruction.     (Acts  1S73,  1C99;  Burns' 
Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1955,  sec0  28-702.) 

By  an  act  of  1G75,  a  county  board  of  education  was  created.  The 
board  consists  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  the  township 
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trustees,  mid  the  chairman  of  the  school  trustees  of  each  city  and  tov/n 
of  the  county.    The  duties  of  the  board  are  to  consider  the  general  . 
wants  and  needs  of  the  schools  and  natters  relating  to  the  purchase  of 
school  furniture,  boohs,  maps,  charts,,  etc*     (Acts  1873;  Bums 1  Ind« 
Stat,  Ann.  1955,  Sec*  28-301,) 

An  act  of  1891  created  the  office  of  health  commissioner,  who  is 
elected  by  the  county  commissioners  to  serve  for  a  tern  of  four  years  ■ 
It  is  his  duty  to  safeguard  the  health  and  to  promote  sanitary  systems 
fcr  the  citizens  of  the  couirsy.    He  is  also  required  to  hoep  records  of 
contagious  diseases,  births,  deaths,  and  marriages,     (Acts  18.91;  Burns1 
Ind,  Stat,  Anil*  195o,  Sec,  35-lG8o) 

B3r  an  act  of  1CD1  the  office  of  county  assessor  was  crervted.  The 
assessor  is  elected  for  a  four-year  tern.    His  duties  are  to  assess 
omitted  real  and  personal  property,  to  instruct  the  township  assessors, 
to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  State  tax  board,  and  to  act  as  president 
of  the  county  board  of  review,     (Acts  1891;-  ch,  99. } 

An  act  of  1891  created  the  county  board  of  review,  whose  members 
consist  of  the  county  assessor,  county  auditor,  and  county  treasurer, 
(Acts  1391 j  ch,  99,)    This  act  was  amended  in  1919  to  include  two 
freeholders  of  opposite  political  parties  as  members  of  the  board.  The 
duty  of  this  board  is  to  equalize  unfair  assessments  on  reel  and  person; 
property,     (Acts  1919;  Burns1  Ind,  Stat,    Ann.  1933,  Sec,  £4-1201.) 

In  1907,  a  legislative  act  created  a  county  board  of  finance,  con- 
sisting  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners.    The  county  auditor  acts 
as  secretary.    This  board  has  the  custody  of  the  county  funds  and 
selects  the  depositories,     (Acts  1907;  Burns f  Ind#  Stat,  Ann,  1938, 
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Soc.  Gl-t;OG,  Gl-ROV.)    Thd  feWrtorrl  ascombly  or  195G  ropdalxid  tlii'ii  act 
and  in  bhd  aeaab  oec  niton  re vived  it  aa  par%  oi'  the  depository  actj 
roostabl  1  siring  the  board  of  1'inr.v.cc  practically  unaltered.     (Acts  1035; 
Burns'  Inn.  Stat.  Ann.  193G  Supplement,  Sec.  C1-G06,  C1-C23  to  C1-C3.9.) 

By  an  act  of  1915,  the  legislature  nade  provisions  for  the  creation 
of  the  office  of  agricultural  agent,  legally  termed  county  agent,  but 
commonly  referred  to  by  the  descriptive  name.    Inasmuch  as  the  agent  of 
the  State  in  the  sale  of"  State  lands  originally  was  called  the  county 
agent,  the  popular  terra  is  used  here.    The  act  provides  that  this  office 
may  come  into  existence  whenever  a  certain  number  of  residents  of  the 
county  shall  petition  therefor.    The  appointment  is  made  annually  by 
Purdue  University  ana  ratified  by  the  county  board  of  education.  Upon 
proper  petition,  this  office  was  established  in  Jackson  County,  I'ay  1, 
1915.    The  duties  of  the  county  agent  arc  to  disseminate  information 
for  the  promotion  and  advancement  of  agriculture,  horticulture,  and 
domestic  science.     (Acts  1915 ;  Burns'  Ind«  Stat*  Ann©  1955,  Sec.  2G-<1-911.) 
By  an  act  of  1951,  the  office,  of  home  demonstration  agent  \vas  created, 
v.hose  v;orl:  is  supplemental  to  the  office  of  the  agricultural  agent* 
(Acts  1951;  Burns'  Ind«  Stat*  Aim*  1955,  See*  28-5627* ) 

The  office  of  superintendent  of  highways,  established  in  1915,  v/as 
abolished  by  an  act  of  1955,  and  the  office  of  highway  supervisor  authoriz 
The  surveyor  by  virtue  of  his  office  serves  as  highway  supervisor.    He  has 
general  supervision  of  all  county  highways,  roads  and  bridges.     (Acts  1T55 
Burns'  Ind.  Stat*  Ann.  1955,  Sec.  56-1110.) 

In  1955  the  legislature  created  a  county  board  of  tax  adjustment. 
The  board  consists  cf  one  member  of  the  county  council,  selected  by  the 
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council,  end  six  mooibeitf.s  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court* 
This  board  lias  the  power,  as  it  deems  necessary,  to  revise,  to  cha:  ge 
or  reduce,  but  not  to  increase  any  ta::  levy  or  any  corresponding  items 
of  the  budget  on  which  the  tax  levies  are  based.     (Acts  1933;  Bunts' 
Ind«  Stat.  Ann.  1935,  Sec.  64-S04«) 

Tho  county  board  of  public  welfare  vrii£  created  by  an  act  of  103 G. 
The  board  consists  of  five  menborc  appointed  by  the  circuit  court  to 
serve  for  a  tern  of  four  years.    Tho  board  is  charged  with  the  adminis- 
tration  of  assistance  to  dependent  children  in  their  own  hones,  to  aged 
persons,  and  to  all  those  who  are  otherwise  handicapped.     (Acts  1935; 
Burns'  Ind#  Stat.  Ann.  1933  Supplement,  Sec.  52-1117.) 

Judicial 

The  judicial  system  of  Jackson  County,  as  of  other  Indiana  counties, 
is  prescribed  by  the  State  Constitution  and  the  subsequent  legislative 
enactments  of  the  Indiana  General  Assembly.    The  Constitution  authorized 
and  directed  the  general  assembly  to  divide  into  judicial  circuits  the 
whole  State  as  the  need  arose.    Jackson  and  Lawrence  Counties  form  the 
fortieth  circuit,  established  in  1911.     (Acts  1923;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat. 
Ann.  1933,  Sec0  4-552*)     The  Constitution  further  provides  for  the 
election  of  a  judge  and  a  prosecuting  attorney  for  each  circuit,  and  for 
a  clerk  for  each  county  within  a  circuit.     (Indiana  Const.,  Art.  6,  Sec. 
2;  Art.  7;  Sec.  9-11.)     The  circuit  court  has  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal 
civil,  probate,  and  juvenile  cases,  and  hears  appeals  from  lewer  ccurts. 

In  1852,  by  a  legislative  act  the  court  of  common  pleas  was  created, 
with  Limited  jurisdiction.    The  court  continued  in  existence  until  it  was 
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abolished  "by  an  act  ox1  the  legislature  in  1873*    In  earlier  tir.;s,  tnc 
oonjnaon  pleas  court;  was  a  subdivision  of  the  circuit  court  Tor  certain 
cause,  and  had  no  independent  existence.  -  (Acts-1852-, }  - 

Records  System 

The  establishment  of  each  of  these  offices  caused  the  beginning  of 
separate  records  as  prescribed  by  the  general  assembly  under  the  provisions 
Tor  each  respective  office*    In  many  of  the  smaller  offices  no  permanent 
records  have  been  kept 7  therefore  no  survey  could  be  made,    Jackson  County 
followed  its  own  form  of  accounting  until,  in  1909,  the  legislature 
established  the  State  board  of  accounts,  ■which  formulates,  prescribes, 
and  installs  systems  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  arc  uniform,  for 
every  public  office  of  the  same  class*     (Acts  1909;  Burns'  Ind*  Stat* 
Ann*  1933,  Sec*  6-202* )    Under  this  lair  some  of  the  records  were  combined 
to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and  overlapping*    The  law  also 
permits  the  use  of  bound  loose-l'eaf  records  in  almost  all  cases  where  the 
records  are  typed*     The  quality'-  of  the  paper  and  ink  and  the  binding 
and  reminding  practices  are  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  except  that  a  good  quality  is  required* 

Whenever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records 
of  any  office  from  mutilation,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  issues 
an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  cony  and  transcribe  the 
records  for  preservation*     (Acts  1888;-  Bums'  Ind*  Stat*  Ann©  1933, 
Sect  26-634*) 

In  1925  a  law  was  passed  permitting  county  officials,  at  their 
discretion,  to  turn  over  to  the  State  archives  bureau  for  permanent 
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preservation,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  ori  inal  papcrSj 
newspaper  files,  or  printed  books  and  material  not  in  current  use  in 
their  offices,     (Acts  1925;  Bums1  Ind,  Stat*  Ann.  1933,  3cc0  C3~3?;0.) 
This  lav/  is  optional  and  has  been  ineffectual.    County  officials  arc. 
loath  to  part  with  records,  even  v.hcn  no  longer  usod  and  in  spite  of 
lack  of  storage  space,  for  fear  of  a  possible  call  for  then*  Consequently, 
they  have  only  occasionally  availed  themselves  of  this  provision  for 
permanent  preservation  of  their  old  records*

Cleric 

The  cleric's  offico  is  located  on  tho  firs!;  floor  and  consists  of  a 
main  offico,  a  private  office,  a  record  room,  and  a  vault.    The  throe 
rooms  first  named  have  wood  floors,,,  plaster  walls',  and  metal  ceilings; 
tho  vault  has  a  concrete  floor,  brick  mils,  and  metal  ceiling*  All 
four  rooms  are  well  lighted,  well  ventilated,  and  clean— with  the 
exception  of  the  vault,  in  which  ventilation  is  only  fair— v/ith  a  moderate 
quantity  of  dust  present.    The  vault  furnishes  sufficient  accommodations 
for  users  of  the  records;  accommodations  in  the  other  rooms,  however,  are 
good*    In  the  main  office  which  measures  50 ;  by  50'  by  14 J,  12'  of  steel 
shelving  in  a  cabinet  are  entirely  occupied  by  bound  volumes;  in  the 
private  office,  which  measures  13 *  by  12*  by  14*,  are  21  of  bound  voluir.ee 
on  a  table;  in  the  record  room,  6'  greater  in  length  and  width  than  the 
private  office,  are  95'  of  bound  volumes,  Go'  of  which  are.  housed  on 
shelving  and  the  remainder  on  tables;  and  in  the  vault,  measuring  16 1 
by  10*  by  12 *,  are  SO1  of  bound  volumes  and  12s  of  unbound  records  in 
file  bo:cos  4"  deep,  housed  on  58 '  of  shelving  and  a  table.

Review  *

This  problem  is  that  of  improving  conditions  and  constructing  adequate 
shelving  in  the  basement  storage,  rooms;  for  if  this  is  accomplished, 
the  pressure  en  individual  offices:  can  be  lightened  by  removing  old 
records  to  the  storage  rooms*    These  two  rooms  are  large  in  size  and 
offer  practically  unlimited  space  for  the  installation,  of  shelving,  but 
the  primary  undertaking,  if  this  plan  is  adopted,  is  the  improvement 
of  general  conditions  there.     This,  then,  is  the  problem  with  what 
appears  to  be,  keeping  the  general  situation  in  mind,  the  most  satisfactory

r.    COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

Tho  board  of  oommdssibiiers  is  a  statutory  body  comprisinp;  three 
members  elected  for  a  terra  of  three  years.     Elections  are  so  arranged 
that  one  member  shall  retire  each  year.     The  county  is  divided  into 
three  districts  from  oach  of  which  one  member  must  bo  elected  by  all 
the  voters  in  the  county.     (l  Sid-.  Rev.  Stat.  1852;  Acts  1929;  Burns ' 
Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933,  26-G01,  26-602,  26-SC3.) 

Jackson  County  has  had  a  board  of  commissioners  from  its  creation, 
as  provided  for  in  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  the  Constitution  of  1851. 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Jackson  County  is  1816 .  All 
records  of  this  office  are  located  in  the  courthouse „ 

The  board  was  intended  to  be  the  administrative  and  executive- 
head  of  the  county.     Its  poire rs  were  extensive  and  often  abused.  In 
1899  the  county  council  (q.  v.)  was  created  as  a  check  upon  the 
commissioners  in  fiscal  matters.     (Acts  1699;  Burns'  ibid.,  26-501, 
26-516,  26-529,  26-532,  26-533.) 

The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  corporate  body  with  powers  to  sue 

end  bo  sued,  and  possessing  duties,  Fights,  and  powers  incident  to 
corporations  (l  Ind.  Rev*  Stat.  1852;  Burns'  ibid.,  25-696).    It  meets 
in  regular  session  every  month  on  the  first  Monday  and  in  special 
sessions  as  called  by  the  county  auditor,  its  ex-officio  clerk  (Acts  1865 
Burns '  ibid . ,  26-607) 0 

Its  principal  functions  are:     Control  of  county  property,  allowance 
of  claims  against  county  (l  Ind.  Rev.  Stat.  1852;  Burns'  ibid.,  25-620), 
letting  of  county  contracts,  supervision  of  contracts  of  maintenance  of 
roads  and  bridges  (Acts  1905;  Burns 1  ibid.,  56-1501),  and  the  preparation 
of  annual  budget  estimates.     (Acts  1899;  Burns'  ibid.,  25-516.) 


County  Commissioners 

It  appoints  many  comity  officials  and  exorcises  tho  right  of  eminont 
domain  (Acts  1399;  Burns'  ibid.,  26-2101  to  26-23.06)*    Other  powers,  in 
specific  instances,  have  been  conferred  upon,  the  board  by  the  legislature 
chiefly,  abolition  or  change  of  township  or  precinct  boundary  lines  (Acts 
1859;  Burns'  ibid.,  26-701),  establishment  of  libraries  (l  Ind.  Rev«  Stat 
1352;  Burns'  ibid.,-  41-5021)  and  hospitals  (Acts  1903;  Bums'  ibid., 
22-5201),  payment  of  bounties,  offering  of  rewards  (Acts  1075;  Burns' 
ibid.,  26-HOl),  end  aid  to  war  veterans* 

The  cormissioners,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  were  constituted  a 
board  of  turnpike  directors,  by  an  act  of  1579,  for  the  r.ana£c;..cnt  and 
control  of  all  free  turnpikes  in  the  county.    Each  director  had  personal 
supervision  of  one  district.    Their  powers  are  to  appoint  suitable 
persons  to  supervise  the  work  of  repairs;  contract  for  labor  and 
materials,;  enter  upon  lands  to  take  gravel,  and  to  give  certificates 
of  payment;  and  to  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  board  (Acts  1379,  p.  225). 
An  act  of  1905  made  the  county  auditor  the  clerk  of  the  board.  (Acts

The  office  of  prosecuting  attorney  was  created  by  the  Constitution 
This  officer  is  elected  at  the  regular  election  for  a  term  of  two  years 
(Indiana  Const.,  art,  7,  sec.  11;  2  Rov.  Stat.,  Burns'  Ann.  Stat.  1933, 
49-2501.)  Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  prosecuting 
attorney  was  in  existence  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution  of  1816. 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Jackson  County  is  1816. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  prosecutor  to  inquire  of  the  commissioners 
about  any  felony  or  misdemeanor,  and  subpoena  and  examine  any  person 
likely  to  be  acquainted  with  the  commission  of  any  felony  or  misdemeanor 
(2  Rev.  Stat. j  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933,  49-2503). 

Ee  conducts  all  prosecutions  for  felonies  or  misdemeanors  in 
Jackson  County,  all  suits  on  forfeited  recognizances,  resists  appli- 
cations for  changing  names,  protects  the  interest  of  all  persons  of 
unsound  mind,  and  superintends  on  behalf  of  the  county  or  any  of  its 
trust  funds,  all  suits  in  which  they  may  be  interested  or  involved, 
and  performs  sueh  other  duties  as  may  b©  required  by  lav;  (2  Rev*  Stat* 
1852;  Burns]  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933,  49-2504). 

Prosecuting  attorneys  are  neither  State,  county  or  township 
officers  (State  ex.  rel.  Pitman  vs.  Tucker,  46  Ind.  535),  but  their 
office  in  each  county  is  a  county  office,

The  recorder  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  four-year 
terra.    He  is  nominated  in  the  primary  and  elected  in  the  regular 
election,  and  is  not  eligible  to  hold  office  for  more  than  eight  years 
in  any  twelve-year  period  (Indiana  Co-net.,  art.  6,  sec.  2;  1  Rev.  Stat. 
1352;  Acts  19G1;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933,  49-3201). 

The  inception  date  „of  this  office  in  Jackson  County  is  1816. 
All  records  are  located  in  the  courthouse. 

The  title  of  this  officer  describes  his  functions;  to  make  and 
preserve  a  public  record  of  legal  documents  for  private  persons  as 
required.

VIII.  SHERIFF 


The  sheriff  is  a  constitutional  officer  chosen  for  a  four-year 
period  and  is  not  eligible  to  hold  office  more  than  four  years  in  any 
pex'iod  of  six  years.    He  is  a  political  officer,  nominated  by  primary 
and  elected  in  the  regular  election.    Ho  must  give  bond  for  five 
thousand  dollars-     (2  Ind.  R©v.  Stat.  1852;  Burns,  1933  Stat.,  49- 
2301.)    The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Jackson  County  is  1313. 
All  of  the  rocords  of  the  office  are  located  in  the  courthouse. 

The  sheriff  arrests  v/ithout  process  all  persons  who,  within  his 
view,  commit  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  delivers . them  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace  of  Jackson  County  and  holds  then  in  his  custody  until 
the  cause  of  such  arrest  has  been  investigated;  pursues  and  commits 
to  jail  all  felons;  and  executes  all  process  directed  to  him  by  legal 
authority.    It  is  also  his  duty  to  protect  persons  in  danger  from 
mobs  and  possible  lynchings.

The  office  of  county  assessor  was  created  by  an  act  of  13 91  (Acts 
1391,  ch.  99,  sec.  112).     This  officer  is  elected  for  a  four-year 
term,  there  being  no  prohibition  against  successive  terns  in  office. 
Qualifications  are  established  by  lav.1-:     he  must  be  a  continuous  free- 
holder of  Jackson  County  for  not  less  than  four  years  prior  to  the 
date  of  his  election,  and  he  must  provide  a  five  thousand  dollar  bond, 
with  "tr.70  or  more  good  freehold  sureties  approved  by  the  auditor,  who 
also  administers  the  oath  of  office.    His  work  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  State  board  of  tax  commissioners,  and  he  may  be  removed  by  that 
board,  after  a  hearing,  for  incompetency,  neglect  of  duty,  or  mis- 
conduct in  office,     (Acts  1919;  Burns5  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1955,  64-1101.) 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Jackson  County  is  1691. 

Kis  duties  are  to  instruct  and  advise  the  township  assessors,  to 
review  their  returns,  to  assess  omitted  real  and  personal  property, 
to  appraise  estates  for  inheritance  taxes,  to  carry  out  the  orders  of 
the  State  board  of  tax  commissioners,  and  to  report  to  the  board  any 
delinquencies  of  township  assessors.    He  is  ex-officio  member  and 
president  of  Jackson  County  board  of  review.    Ee  also  sets  the  value 
upon  intangibles  for  taxation,  and  examines  public  records  to  find  if 
this  tax  is  paid.

Jackson  County  has  an  annual  board  Tor  the  review  of  assessments 
and  the  equalization  of  tho  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property. 
The  board  is  composed  of  the  assessor,  treasurer,  auditor,  and  two  free- 
holders of  opposite  political  parties,  appointed  by  the  J^udge  of  the 
circuit  court.     The  assessor  is  the  president  and  the  auditor  is  the 
secretary  of  tho  board.     (Acts  1919;  Sec.  S4-1201,  64-1205,  Burns'  Ind. 
Stat.  Ann.  1953.)     The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Jackson  County 
is  1391.    All  of  the  records  of  this  office  are  located  in  the  courthouse. 

From  1381  to  1391  the  duties  of  reviewing  and  equalizing  tax  assess- 
ments wore  performed  by  a  comity  board  of  equalization  consisting  of  the 
county  commissioners  and  four  freeholders  appointed  by  the  circuit  judge. 
(Acts  1331,  ch.  93,  p.  611.)  The  lav;  of  1391  superseded  this  act  and 
created  the  county  board  of  review,  composed  of  the  treasurer,  assessor, 
and  auditor  (Acts  1331).    The  act  of  1313  reestablished  the  board,  adding 
the  two  freeholder  appointments  to  its  membership • 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  make  changes  in  the  valuation  of  the 
property  in  the  township  or  any  taxing  unit  within  the  township,  and  to 
deter. .vine  the  rate  per  cent  to  be  added  or  deducted  in  order  to  make  an 
equitable  equalization  of  ta::os  throughout  the  county.     The  board  also 
lias  the  power,  in  proper  cases,  to  correct  the  valuation  of  any  particular 
tract  or  lot.

The  oppointccs  must  have 
the  following  qualifications;  one  shall  be  a  tovmship  trustee;  one 
shall  be  a  mayor  or  -president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  an  incorporated 
toivn;  one  shall  be  a  member  of  the  city  board  of  education;  and  three 
shall  be  resident  freeholders  of  the  county  at  large,  not  holding  any 
public  office.    IvTo  more  than  four  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall 
belong  to  the  sane  political  party.

The  board  of  Jackson  County  commissioners  constitutes  the  boo.rd 
of  finance.    The  auditor  acts  as  secretary.    The  board  may  sue  and  bo 
svied  in  its  ovm  name  v/henover  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes 
intended  by  its  creation. 

The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Jackson  County  is  1S07.  All 
records  are  located  in  the  courthouse. 

The  board  of  finance  has  charge  of  and  controls  the  funds  of 
Jaclcson  County  (Acts  1207;  Bums'  Ind,  Stat.  Ann.  1933,  61-C0G,  61-607). 

The  board  of  finance  selects  the  depository  for  county  funds.  It 
approves  the  purchase  of  TJ.  S.  Government  bonds  or  other  interest- 
bearing  obligations  of  the  U.  5.  Government.     It  invites  proposals  to 
receive  public  funds  on  deposit,  receives  proposals,  and  creates  and 
revokes  depositories. .   (Acts  1207,  1209,  1951;  Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann. 
1933,  61-610  to  61-613.) 

The  General  Assembly  of  1935  repealed  the  act  establishing  this

The  county  surveyor  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a 
tern  of  two  years  without  restriction  on  re-election.     (Acts  1852; 

Ho  must  give  bond  in  a  sum 
fixed  by  the  board  of  county  commis si oners.     (Indiana  Const*  ,  art. 
6,  sec.  2;  1  Ind.  Rev.  Stat,  1852;  Burns'  ibid.,  49-3502),  The 
inception  date  of  this  office  in  Jackson  County  is  1817*       All  records 
are  located  in  the  courthouse. 

The  surveyor      has  charge,  under  direction  of  the  county  commissioners, 
of  all  surveying  and  civil  engineering  work  of  the  county #    Xo  professional 
qualifications  are  required  either  by  constitution  or  statute. 
If  the  surveyor  elected  is  not  a  registered  engineer,  an  assistant 
must  be  employed  to  perform  the  engineering  duties  of  the  office,

The  duties  of  the  office  are  of  two  classes,  public  and  private. 
The  surveyor  prepares  plans  and  specifications  for  public  improvements 
and  h&a  charge  of  tho  oonstruatien  and  maintenance  of  drainage  ditches 
in  the  county.    He  removes,  after  examination,  the  obstruction  of  any 
streams*    He  also  has  charge  of  the  maintenance^  and  repair  of  county 
highways,  bridges,  and  culverts  (ibid.)*    For  private  parties,  he 
takes  aclaiowl edgment s  of  mortgages  and  deeds  for  the  conveyance  of 
real  estate  (Acts  1857;  Burns'  ibidOJ  49-3517),  and,  upon  request,  runs 
boundary  lines  of  farms  and  lots,     (l  Ind*  Rev.  Stat.

1679  to  1013  the  county  commissioner g  constituted  a  board  of  turn- 
pikes directors,  serving  as  supervisors,  each  in  his  own  district.  In 
1913  the  county  highways  were  placed  in  charge  of  a  superintendent  of 
highways,  who  was  appointed  by  tho  county  cor/mis cioncrs  for  a  term  of

established  in  1913,  and  abolished  March  1,  1933;  and  the  powers  and

In  order  to  provide  for  necessary  supervision  in  counties  warranting 
more  attention  than  the  surveyor  can  give,  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  has  the  right  to  employ,  at  its  option,  a  highway 
supervisor  (Acts  1933;  Burns'  ibid.,  36-1110),    Tho  board  of  commissioners 
of  gaclcson  County  has  appointed  a  separate  highway  supervisor*  The 
inception  date  of  this  office  in  Jackson  County  is  1933.    All  records 
arc  located  in  the  courthouse. 

The  highway  supervisor  oversees  the  maintenance  and  repair  of 
all  highways,  bridges,  and  culverts  of  the  county,  and  has  authority 
tc  fix  the  limits  of  loads  carried  over  them.    It  is  his  duty  to  see 
that  the  mail  routes  are  kept  open,    he  mast  attend  the  annual  road

The  of  rice  of  county  (agricultural)  agent  was  created  by  legis- 
lative enactment  in  1915.    The  act  provides  that  this  office  shall 
core  into  existence  v/henever  twenty  or  more  residents  of  a  county  who 
arc  actively  interested  in  agriculture  and  domestic  science,  file  a 
petition  with  the  county  board,  of  education.     The  petition  is  t?;en 
presented  to  the  county  council,  which  must  provide  appropriation  for 
a  salary  and  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  this  office.    The  board  . 
of  education  then  applies  to  Purdue  University  for  the  appointment  of  a 
county  (agricultural)  agent.    The  appointr-ent  is  subject  to  the  approval 
of  both  county  and  Stcrte  boards  of  education,  and  is  made  annually,  but 
reappointments  may  be  made  for  two-year  termso    The  State  also  contributes, 
through  the  university,  part  of  this  officer's  salary  from  the  State  edu- 
cational  funds.     Both  salary  and  expense  accounts  must  be  approved  by 
Purdue  University  before  payment  by  the  county.     (Acts  1S13,  1925,  1027; 
Burns'  Ind.  Stat.  Ann.  1933,  28-4911.) 

The  inception  date  of  this  office  in  Jackson  County  is  1910.  All 
of  the  records  are'  located  in  the  courthouse. 

The  duties  of  the  agricultural  agent,  under  the  supervision  of 
Purdue  University,  include  cooperation  with  movements  for  the  advance- 
ment of  agriculture,  farmers'  institutes  and  clubs;  giving  advice  to
